School In a €obbler*8 Shop. 


Did you ever hear of John PotiudBV 
Proba% not, and yet he was one of the 
world's benefactora. 
He was Iwm in 
1776, in Portsmouth England. 


Ju early life he learned the ti'ade of a 
shii>wright, but was so injured by a fall 
that he had to abandon this. 
He then 
mastered the art of mending shoes, and 
hired a little room in a weather-beaten 
tenement, where for a while he lived 
alone, except for his birds. 
He loved 
birds dearly, and always had a number 
of them flying about his room, perching 
on his shouMer, or feeding from his 
hand. 


In the course of time a little cripple 
boy, hi.s nephew, came to live with 
Uncle John and the linnets and spar- 
rows. 
The poor child had not the use 
of his feet, which overlapped each other, 
and turned inward. 
The kind uncle 
did not rest until he had gradually un- 
twisted the feet, strengthening the~ by 
an apparatus of old shoes and leather 
and finally taught them to walk. 


Then he thought how much more 
'leasantly the time would pass for the 
boy if he knew how to read and write, 
and so he began to instruct him. 
Pres- 
ently it occurred to him that he could 
tea(/h a class as easily as he could man- 
age one pnpil. 
So he invited some ol 
the neighboring children in, and, as the 
years went on, this singular picture 
might be seen: 


In the center of the little shop, six 
feet wide and about eighteen feet long, 
the lame cobbler, with his jolly face and 
twinkling eyes, would be seated, his last 
or laiistone on his knee, and his hands 
busily plying the needle and thread. 
All around him would be faces. 
Dark 
eyes, blue eyes, brown eyes, would shine 
from every corner; and the hum of 
young voices and the tapiung of slate- 
pencils were mingled with the ringing 
of the birds, which enjoyed the buzz of 
the school. 


Some of the pupils sat on the steps of 
the narrow stair-way which led up to 
the loft which was John's bed-room. 
Others were on boxes or blocks of wood, 
tnd some set contentedly on the floor. 


iiey learned to read, write, and cipher, 
it", far as the rule of three, and, besides, 
they leai-ned good morals, for much 
homely wisdom fell from the cobbler's 
lips. 


Hundreds of boys who had no other 
chan(!e --for he gathered his scholars 
from the poorest of the poor—learned all 
they knew of books from this humble 
teacher. 
His happiest days were when 
some sunburned sailor or soldier would 
stop in his doorway, perhaps, with a 
j)arrot or monkey in his arms, saying: 
'"Why, master, dear, you surely have 
not forgotten me, I hope ?" 


John Pounds taught his little school 
for more than forty years, never asking 
or accef)ting a cent of payment from any 
one 


At the age of 72, on January I, 1839, 
he suddenly diod, while looking with 
delight at a sketch of lii.s school which 
had just been made by an artist. For 
many days the children of the place 
were inconsolable; and by twos and 
threes they came and .stut>d l)y the closed 
doors, which, in John Pounds' time,had 
always been o]>en to the needy. 


A life lilio this, so lowly, yet so use- 
ful, cnjitai is lessons for us all,—Mar- 
per'x Vonnfj J'pople.

most Important bankers and bond dealers In the 
country; that by direction of the committee the 
mayor and city attorney visited New York and 
Boston and culled in person upon every person 
In those cities who bid for said bonds and ex- 
hibited to them tbe financial management from 
the offlclal report of the city for the last fourteen 
years; that on the day ot sale eleven sealed pro- 
E 
osais were made, a list of which are filed 
erewlth; that the lowest and best bid was 
made by N. W. Harris & Co.. of Boston and Chi- 
cago. who bid for the $299,000, the sum of $309,- 
88«, the same being a premium of 110,886, being 
equal to a rate of Interest a little less than 4'^ 
per cent. 
No city west of Pennsylvania, of our 
population or less, ever disposed of bonds at 
such a low rate of Interest, 
if our city bonds 
were not handicapped by legislation they would 
have sold for little less tnan governments. The 
large surplus of the New York savings banks 
can only be Invested in the municipal bonds of 
New York state. 
New Jersey likewise limits

We your committee on rules, regulations and 
ordinances, together with the committee on 
markets and city attorney, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of certain business men ask- 
ing that they be protected, as against peddlers, 
respectfully report that under the law the city 
has no right to tax peddlei-s, its only right Is 
that given by the statutes of the state, viz: to 
restrain. Under this statute It Is our opinion 
that the city may wholly prevent peddling up- 
on the public streets, but such action would 
cause much greater complaint than the present 
ordinance, because it would Interfere with far- 
mers by preventing them wholly from disposing 
of their produce upon the public streets to the 
consumers, and because It would prevent the 
peddling from door to door of bread, milk. Ice, 
oils and other goods and permit their sale only 
to regular customers. No distinction could be 
made In favor of the above classes, because aU 
laws must be general and no rights or privileges 
granted to one class shall be withheld from an- 
other, unless it be in a matter that comes with- 
in police regulation. Our law authorizes the 
restraining of peddling, in the opinion of the 
supreme court this authorizes the licensing ot 
peddlers and the exaction of a charge sufficient 
to cover the expense of such licensing. 
There- 
fore, your committee in reconciling the conflict- 
ing Interests of the different classes say that 
they believe the present ordinance to be all that 
tbe law authorizes, except prohibition, which, 
in their opinion, is not desirable.

REPORT OF COMKITTKE8 ON BULES, REGULATIONS 


AK» ORDINANCES, MARKETS AND CITY 


ATTORNEY. 


We your committee on rules, regulations aud 
ordinances, together with tlie committee on 
markets and city attorney, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of certain business men ask- 
ing that they be protected, as against peddlers, 
respectfully report that under tue law the city 
has no right to tax peddlers. Its only right Is 
that given by the statutes of the state, viz: to 
restrain. Under this statute it is our opinion 
that the city may wholly prevent peddling up- 
on the public streets, but such action would 
cause much greater complaint than tHB present 
ordinance, because It would Interfere with far- 
mers by preventing them wholly from disposing 
of their produce upon the public streets to the 
consumers, and because It would prevent the 
peddling from door to door of bread; milk. Ice, 
oils and other goods and permit their sale only 
to regular customers. No distinction could be 
mode In favor of tne above classes, because all 
laws must be general aud no rights or privileges 
grunted to one class shall be withheld from an- 
other, unless it bo lu a matter that comes with- 
in police regulation. Our law authorizes the 
restraining of peddling, in the opinion of the 
supreme court this authorizes the licensing of 
peddlers and the exaction of a charge sufflcleut 
to cover the expense of such licensing. There- 
fore, your committee In reconciling tie conflict- 
ing interests of the different classes say that 
they believe the present ordinance to be all that 
the law authorizes, except prohibition, which, 
in their opinion, is not desirable.
